‘HIS volume will certainly take a very high place, 
even among the works of Mr. Andrew Lang. 
We all recognise Mr. Lang as a wonderfully versatile 
writer, who has delighted us in many ways, besides 
having shown himselt before now a critical historian 
of the highest order. But here he is not only a 
historian, and a highly critical one, but he treats of a 
particularly interesting personality, and of a very im- 
portant crisis in French and English history. It is 
strange indeed that till now the extraordinary fascin- 
ation of Joan of Arc’s brief meteoric career has never 
secured tor her, in this country at least, anything like 
an adequate literary monograph; while at the hands 
of her own countrymen she has met with even worse 
things than neglect. Quite recently her biography 
has been written by M. Anatole France in a some- 
what depreciating manner, to which Mr. Lang very 
justly takes exception. With us in England, since the 
days of David Hume at all events, there has been 
no lack of sympathy to atone for the injustice of the 
fifteenth century. But a detailed account of her whole 
career, written with true historic feeling and critical 
examination of evidences, has never been available till 
now. 

There is one point in this work which deserves 
special commendation. It is a weakness of many his- 
torians to try and explain away what is extraordinary, 
or simply to refuse to recognise it when careful exam- 
ination rather augments than diminishes the marvel. 
Sir James Ramsay, for one, though he follows in this 
the path trod by some French writers, will not have 
it that the Maid showed a whit more military capacity 
than might be expected of sych a peasant girl. He con- 
siders that she was happily overruled in some things by 
men of military experience, and that now and then she 
nearly lost everything by her rashness. Mr. Lang, on 
the contrary, cites the testimony of the most able com- 
manders concerned in her career to show that she was 
a positive military genius, governed by thorough good 
sense ; for however we may be inclined to attribute to 
hallucination the ‘‘ voices’’ which prompted her in her 
extraordinary achievements, it would really seem that in 
practical matters she showed the most perfect sobriety 
of judgment. And where her wisdom has been most 
impugned, Mr. Lang maintains that she was entirely in 
the right: as, for instance, in censuring Dunois for 
advancing on Orleans by the south bank of the Loire 
instead of passing through the Beauce, the country north 
of that river, where the English fortresses lay around. 
The city itself was on the north side, and as to the 
fortresses, the English could not afford to stir outside of 
them. So here her judgment was entirely right. More- 
over, with all her bravery, she was by no means rash; 
on the contrary, she avoided battle discreetly where 
others would have urged it. On the withdrawal of the 
English from Orleans, she said simply, ‘‘ Let them go,”’ 
and distinctly forbade pursuit, no doubt feeling that any 
such attempt would probably have been visited with 
disaster at the hands of the English archers, 

Her strong common-sense, indeed, seems never to 
have been misled, even from the first, by her wonderful 
enthusiasm. For years she resisted the commands of 
her ‘‘voices,’’ saying ‘‘I am a poor girl who cannot 
ride or be a leader in war.’’ And though she yielded at 
last, and the ‘‘ voices’’ continued till near the end of he 
career, they never interfered with her clear apprehension 
of things about her. The wonderful thing is her entire 
and truly religious devotion to a King who requited her 
so badly: in ‘the end She saw everything in a clear 
light, except the wickedness and heartlessness of diplo- 
macy. She saved France against itself and against its 
factions, notwithstanding that they combined to under- 
mine her work even at the very moment of her greatest 
success, : 

And what shall the final iniquities which 
overwhelmed her? The sale of her to the English, the 
examination, the forced abjuration (of what, is a matter 
not quite clear), the brutal treatment in prison, where 
she was subjected to attempts upon her chastity; the 
chicanery used to bring about the final tragedy, and 
plausibly justify her treatment as a relapsed heretic ? 
Never was there a more diabolical mockery of justice ; 
and never has it all been so painfully exposed as it is 
here in Mr. Lang’s book. 

One thing more remains to be said. Mr Lang ha 
not made his book less interesting by his full recognition 
of facts and details which seem to be abnormal. But 
he has not interrupted his narrative by a discussion ol 
them, and what he has to say on this head will be found 
in an appendix.

The history of the golf-ball, with its curious pimply surface. is well known The origical smooth feather-bail gave place to the gutty-ball, but it was found that for some reason as yee 
unexplained, the latter type of ball flew straighter and further after its surface had become roughened by long usage than it did when its surface was new and smooth. Hence came the 
idea of a ball with hand-hammered notches an example of which may be seen in our Illustration) and now the balis are manufactured with a bramble or pimply surface The question has 
now heen raised as to whether it would not be better to return to the smooth surface A contributor to the “ Daily Mail" has experimented with a smooth-surface ball of modern make,

It is, however, 
almost impossible for a nip of this kind to 
occur unless the fitting has been carelessly 
tested, because the position of the stem of 
the security bolt would always indicate such 


a trouble. Under ordinary circumstances 





the stem of the bolt would be at right 
angles to the rim, so that if it projects obliquely you may 
be sure that the head of the bolt has nipped the tube. 
Another case: If the head of the bolt gets under the 
bead, as in Fig. 3, the bead can very easily slip out of 
place, because it has been raised by the 
bolt-head, and is only insecurely held by 
the clinch of therim. ‘Thus a wide aperture 


would be left for the passage of the 


inner tube. 





In such a case the tube would have 
free play, and, as soon as it forced its way out, a burst, 
accompanied by an explosion, would occur, 

When a tube is nipped between bead and rim (Fig. 4), 
a burst is the inevitable result, and as the bead 
generally leaves the tim immediately after the burst, 
many drivers confuse the cause of the trouble with 


the effect.

It may be concluded from the figure that the tube 
will iv. time burst at the point A. But the bead under 
whose end the tube has been nipped is also 


in a very bad position, on account of the 





two thicknesses of rubber which have been 
forced between it and the rim. If the 
bead were in its proper place—that is, in a position 
similar to that occupied by the right-hand bead in the 
figure—obviously the air-pressure from inside would tend 
to hold it firmly in the clinch of the rim. But if it has 
been displaced as just indicated, it will be raised, 
when the burst occurs, by the rush of the escaping air. 
The rapidity with which the air escapes is very great 
as it is, of course, proportional to the pressure in the 
tube, and the effect of the escape is to force the bead 
out of the clinch of the rim. 
Clients have written us: ‘‘ The inner tube burst 
because the bead came out of the rim; that is to say, 
because the cover is too big for the rim . Such a 
statement, however, is absolutely incorrect. The burst 
has been caused just as we have stated above, and any 
abnormality in the interior diameter of the cover can 
have nothing to do with the case. There have bee: 
instances where bursts of this kind have occurred while 
the car has been standing in the garage: the tube has 
burst at the point at which it has been nipped, and has 
forced the bead out of the rim. This is, perhaps, the 
commonest case in which drivers are inclined to lay 
the blame for the trouble at the door of the tyre-manu-
